WHITES OP A HATTLli

Kcfllilcnt ofTftlngTHO Sends Letter to Her
Ilrothcr Here.

James McKinney received a lottcr
from his sister, Mrs. Mary J. Bergen,
who lives In Tslng Tao, China, The
writer reportB that all Americans In
that city were safe on July 14 and had
no fear of death or trouble. Writing
of the battle of Tien Tsln, Mrs. Ber-
gen, says:

A German who called ou us yester-
day just came from Tien Tsln. Ho
was radiant and said the b&Ulo was
the biggest thing he ever saw in his
life, and it was Blmply grand to 6ce
all the allied nations together and to
compare their methods of fighting and
in taking1 tho onemy's fortB. The Ger-
mans followed the tactics of running
forward, tiring, falling on their faces,
then up again, repeating tho( perform-
ance at every step as they advanced.
But the American soldiers pleased him
most. A detail of Uncle Sam'ft sol
diers walked rapidly up to tho edge of
b swamp filled with water and waded
straight through it, the water coming
to their waists, but never moving a
hair out of the way. After leaving ,

the swamp they marched directly to
the Chinese for", walked right into it
and took po.- - .ssion, all this with the
loss of but one soldier,

While tho Americans were doing
this the Gcrma soldiers held their
breath, expecting every moment to
see tho last one of them shot or cut
down. The English and Americans
have good war methods. This Ger-
man officer said: "Imagine how we
felt fighting side by side with the
French. It was glorious to have all
the different nations represented in
the battle, as each could learn some-
thing from tho other."

Mrs. Bergen closes her letter by
saying that all of the missionaries
have come in from tho interior and in
the event of an outbreak of trouble
can be transported to Japan immed-
iately.
